quite naturel tret tre sentinent of tke Japenese pecple 
toward Menehuvia sheul” be peevliarly keen end entirely 
different from thet toxeera any eotrer part of Cina. 
Furtherncre, nore than e nillion Janenese subjects reside.

Kencrurie skeulc t»crcfere net eruse the leest wonder,
